Howard E. Davis, who lias distributed 
morning newspapers in Narberth for 
sixteen years, has sold the route. The 
purchaser of the business is Wilford 
C. Curry, a newcomer in Narberth, liv- 
ing in the Avon Apartments. 

Mr. Davis established the business 
sixteen years ago, nt which time the 
route covered a great deal of the dis- 
trict near Narberth. As the popula- 
tion increased, parts of the route were 
sold, until, of recent years it ha.s in- 
cluded only Narberth, serving about a 
thousand homes.

Put copper screen wire on the cellar 
windows. 

Look over your door and window 
screens. 

Keep nut house-flies and mosquitoes 
-they carry disease. 
Open all the doors and windows and 
air the house. 

Sunlight is a great germ destroyer — 
air your rugs, carpets and draperies. 

Don't burn your neighbor's shingle 
roof with sparks from your fire. 

Inspect roof gutters, flower pots, cis- 
terns, wells, rain barrels and drains 
for stagnant water. 

standing water /breeds mosquitoes. 
Kliminate their breeding places. 
Eliminate fly breeding places. 
Swat the fly early — the grandparents 
of a million flies in June. 

See that your garbage pail stands 
clear of the ground. 

See that your garbage pail has a 
tight lid that dogs (muzzled'.') can not 
knock off. 

Buy a new garbage pail — buy it in 
Narberth. 

Stop up rat holes and set rat traps 
or poison. 

Stables and stable yards should be 
cleaned and manure hauled away. 

The ground upon which manure heaps 
have rested should be sprinkled with 
a solution of borax 1 lb. to 3 gallons 
of water or with kerosene. Thi.s will 
stop the fly before he starts to kill 
the babies. 

All buildings in which crowds con- 
gregate should be included in the clean 
up. 

No dump should be located on a 
watershed. 

Don't carry a barrel to the curb and 
then fill it with rocks, the drivers are 
human.
